Additional (Sanctioned?) User of K14

I recently found this cover with pattern K14 in a 1¢ 
stamp that was used to pay the circular rate from 
Chicago, Illinois, September 17, 1980 to Denver, 
Colorado. I wondered what the connection was to 
the listed user of the die, Kohn Brothers of Chicago.

corner of Market and Monroe Streets, is an old-style 
6-story structure, erected in 1874, 95 feet high, with 
3 freight elevators. Its exterior is of brick and iron, 
and its great area may be understood by the 
statement that it has a frontage of 220 feet on 
Monroe and 100 on Market Street. It is partly 
occupied by the well-known wholesale clothing firm 
of Kohn Brothers, and partly as a warehouse.” 


Evidently the Kohn Brothers firm provided the 
postage for this mailing of the Chicago District 
Council No. 6 of the United Garment Workers of 
America. The enclosed form letter advised the 
addressee where “Union Made” garments could be 
purchased in Denver.
